Anthony Ilendry was sent into the 
western country in 1754 as an emis- 
sarfeof the Hudson’s Bay.company to 
solicit the trade of the Blackfeet and 
Cres Dudians of the prairies fur the 
poets’ at Yurk Factory and Fort 
Churehill, on Hudson Bay. - His 
report from-the chiefs of the tribes 
Wis that) their braves would not 
uttempt the long canoe trip down the 
Saskatchewan river, through Lake 
Wiunipeg and Nelson river, to reach 
the-bay: Contrary t6 the accepted 
belicf, the reason for their refusal to 
make the trip was not the length of 
the journey; but, as stated “bythe 
chieftains, the braveg were uot 
a: customed to the handliug of canoes, 
traveling exclusively with horses. 

Ilendry came as far west as the 
head waters’ of Red - Deer river, 
passing the winter in the foothills of 
the Canadian Rockies and returning 
the {vowing spring down the Red 
Decr river to the Saskatchewan river 
and thence to his home — He was the 
first white man of whom there is anv 
record as having visited this 
province, 

However, Hendry was not tile first 
man sent into the western country by 
the Hudson's Bay company. Henry 


Kel-ey,-a youth of 18 years, preceded 


him, actording to the reports found 
‘by -Mr.* Blue. Kelsey left York 
Factory in: 1690, several years after 
the Fren¢h traders had invaded the 
praicies.’ He’ passed two years: in 
traverting what are now the provinces 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan. The 
itinerary of the journey is largely 
a matter ofconjecture, aud the records 
do not show that be ever visited this 
province

i bers of these rabbits in the West’ in 
some seasons, yet the rapidity with 
which they increase seems, strangely, 
to be one-of the. rensous for their 
periodic decline in numbers, for the 
western Indians state that the disease 
which almost exterminates them 
every seven years or sois due prim 
arily to starvation though lack of 
sufficient food. 

The Australiana were put to the 
néveasity of build‘ng a wire fence 
almost across their continent to 
protect their crops~ from the rabbit 
plague there. The Forestry Branch 
has a similar probiem in protecting 
the forest’ crops in the West from 
devastation. It was once. proposed 
to put a little wire fence around each 
de planted, but a forest is not.an 
orchard, and. some more practicable 
preventive will have to be found for 
the annual destruction caused by

square miles contained in. Dominion

LUCKY ACCIDENTS. 
Re iio —— ne ¥ 
That Led To Valuable Discoveries and 

Valuable discoverier have been 
made ‘and valuable inventions sug- 
gested by the veriest accideats. 

The.origin of blve -tinted paper 
came about by a mere slip of the 

, The wife of Wiliam Ha@t,.an 
English paper maker, accidentally Jet 
‘a blue bag fall into.one of the vats of 
pulp. Tho workmen were astonished 
when they saw the peculiar color of 
thé paper, while Mr, Hast was highly 
incensed over what he considered a 
grave pecuniary loss. His wife was 
s0 much frightened that she would 
not confess her part.in it. After stor- 
ing the damaged paper for four years, 
Mr. Bast sent it to his agent at Lon- 
‘don, with instructions to sell it for 
what it would bring.’ The paper was 
accepted as a “purposed novelty,” 
and was disposed of at a big’ price: 
Mr, East was astonished at°receiving 
an order from his agent for another 
large invoice of the paper. ‘He was 
without the secret, and found him- 
self in a dilemma. Upon mentioning 
it to his wife, she told him about the 
accident. He kept the secret, and the 
demand for the novel tint far exceed- 
ed hig ability to supply it. , 

The power of lenses, as applied to 
the telescope, was discovered by a 
watchmaker’s apprentice. While hold- 
ing spectacle glasses between, his 
thumb and finger he was startled at 
the suddenly énlarged appearance of 
a neighboring church spire, — RoR 

The art of etciing upon glass was 
discovered by a Nuremberg glass cut- 
ter. By accident a few drops of aqua 
fortis fell upon his spectacles. He 
noticed that the glass become corrod- 
ed and softened where the acid had 
touched it. That was hint enough. He 
drew figures on glass with varnish, 
applied the corroding fluid, then out 
away the glass around the drawing. 
When the varnish was removed the 
figures appeared raised upon a. dark 
ground. A ; ‘ 

Mezzotint owed its invention to the 
simple accident of the gur barrel of a 
sentry becoming rusted with dew. .

After he had prepared 
his slab his mother asked him to 
make a memorandum of such clothes 
as she proposed to send, away to be 
washed. Not havin_ pen, ink and _pa- 
per convenient he wrote the list on 
the stone with the etching prepara- 
tion, intending to make a copy of it 
at leisure. A “ew days later, when 
«bout to clean the stone, he wonder- 
ed what effect aqua fortis would have 
npon it, He applied the acid, and °’ 
a few minutes saw the writing stand- 
ing out in relief. The next ste” ne- 
sessary was, simply to ink the stone 
and take off an impr ‘sion.

846 cases of drunkenness per 100,000 
of the populatio. ; the proportion for 
Belfast being 1,342 and for Derry 
2,388, both in the province of Ulster 
and the only centres of opposition to 
home rule, The Irish police force 
numbers 11,845; English, 61,208, and 
Scottish, 5,654. There are eight po- 
lice for every indictable offence in 
Ireland; four and one-half in Eng- 
land, and three in Scotland.

A royal commission™has been ap- 
pointed by Great Britain to discover 
what India does with all the gold it 
takes away from the rest of the world. 
Tn the last ten years India has drawn 
more than $65,000,000 of gold, 
which is almost one-fourth of the 
world’s production in that time, from 
the western world, and the greater 
‘part of it has disappeared from the 
usual channels of trade and inance. 

To draw this immense amount 
from ‘the commercial world, and pay 
for it in goods, is, of course, an econo- 
mic drain on India. Yet it does not 
seem to suffer more by the process 
than does-the rest of the world when, 
thinking it hag gold for general use, 
it discovers that the part of its 
tmagined supply which goes to India 
is lost as completely as if buried.

Work has been commenced on an: 
other great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
gation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan. It is believed it can be made 
to add enormously to the cotton out- 
put of the British Empire.

Khartoum, and consists of 1,500,000

“MAY GET TO TORONTO. 


McCord Collection Has To Find Homé 
Soon, Says Owner. 

Toronto University is likely to 
have an opportunity of obtaining a 
collection of antiquities, of natural 
history specimens and of relics of the 
early days of Canadian history which 
ig the only one of its kind on the 
continent, — 

This collection will go to Toronto 
if McGill University turns down the 
offer which has been made to it of a 
free gift, and it appears likely that 
the Montreal university will do so as, 
for the past several years, the McGill 
authorities have refused to accept 
the charge of the collection on the 
ground that they have no_ building. 
suitable to house it. 

The collection is the property of 
David Ross McCord and has taken 
-years to gather. Part of it was_in- 
herited. from his father, Col. the Hon, 
John Samuel McCord, a former judge 
of the Supreme Court of Lower Can- 
ada, and since the present head of the 
family retired from the active pursuit 
of the legal profession many years 
ago, he had added considerably to the 
collection, notably in the historical 
department. 

Mr. McCord has offered this collec: 
tion to McGill, accompanying his of- 
fer of the free gift of the collection 
with an offer of continuing to add to 
it on the same yresent lev7l and to 
remain curater of its as long us he 
lives, free of charge to the university. 
The offer was renewed recently and 
has been again turned down by Mc- 
Gill, on the grounds, that they had 
no building in which to house it, 

Mr. McCord states that as a-coHege 
is the proper place in which to house 
the collection, he will offer it to To- 
ronto. “I am very near the three 
score and ten,’ he said, ‘‘and no pru- 
dent man would permit the matter to 
Jonger remain unsettled, ° 

“Any universiy with which this 
collection is associated would at once 
become’ not only the historical centre 
of Canada, but the repository of 
many of the most valuable articles 
in the world and a site for pilgrim- 
age and study. I do not desire to see 
the collection leave this province, for 
there is, so to speak, the historical 
heart of Montreal and of the pro- 
vince, but my self-imposed obligation 
will-be equally carried out in any part 
of the Dominion. ‘ 
, “I am weary of years of procras- 
tination. In view of the importance 
of the gift, there is an element of 
self-respect involved in the matter,” 

Mr. McCord has further offered to 
endow the collection by his will in -
